Stricken Jet Glides

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 30 P. 


Flood waters engulfed more than | 


30 towns in four states tonight 
and southwest Virginia prepared 
for a renewal of nature’s winter 
fury with an inch of rain forecast 
in the sodden mountain region. 
At least six persons were known 
dead — three in Kentucky and 
three in West Virginia—and relief 
workers were confronted by a 
critical sanitation problem. 


National Guardsmen were or- 


dered into two West Virginia: 


cities to prevent looting. 

The weather bureau forecast an 
inch of rain for the southwest 
Virginia section, bordering Ken- 
tucky, where two towns, Clinch- 
port and Grundy, were virtu- 
ally cut off. A radio broadcast 
received from Grundy, population 
2,000, asked for immediate aid. 

The Clinch River crested at 12 
to 15 feet above normal at Clinch- 
port tonight and the Levisa River, 
which isolated Grundy, was be- 
lieved to have created a ‘‘desper- 
ate’ flood problem at the com- 
munity of Van Sant. 

Fort Blackmore, northeast of 
Clinchport, said flood conditions 
were the worst since 1846 accord- 
ing to a high water mark on an 
ancient tree.

Low cost of providing patient care at Grady Hospital is one of 
the major items of contention in the controversy involving the hos- 
pital’s working agreement with the Emory University School of 
Medicine.

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Discourtesy to Saud 
Is Most Deplorable 


Discussing at his press conference yes- 
terday the discourtesies shown by New 
York City’s government and protests from 
other sources on the visit of King Ibn 
Saud to this country, President Eisen- 
hower said he deplores any discourtesy 
shown to foreign dignitaries. 

The President is quite right. There is 
no room in our international dealings— 
especially with those for whom we profess 
friendship—for such pettiness. Tolerance 
of other people’s customs and beliefs is 
a necessary part of our relations with 
foreign countries and is one field in which 
we have been remiss. We cannot make 
all people over in our own image. 


King Saud is an absolute monarch and 
speaks for his nation. It so happens that 
his friendship is vital to the interests of 
the United States. He offers the only hope 
of countering the growing influence of 
President Nasser of Egypt and of checking 
Communist inroads into the region. 

Saudi Arabia’s principal source of 
revenue is oil—oil vital to the West. It 
has been developed largely by American 
capital and American technicians. It 
would appear to be in the king’s interests 
to maintain his friendship with this coun- 
try since communism would mean his 
downfall. 

King Saud has been greeted with what 
some sources regard as far too much 
pomp and ceremony. On the other hand, ° 
the stakes are so great and his friendship 
so important that those who criticize are 
guilty of gross shortsightedness. 

While the extravagant hospitality may 
seem overdone, it is in keeping with 
Oriental customs. And the king’s visit 
must be considered strictly as business— 
vital business to his country and ours. 

There are indications that Marshal 
Tito of Yugoslavia—whose friendship is 
also vital in our international affairs— 
may cancel his scheduled trip to Wash- 
ington because of mounting criticism. 
This, too, is deplorable. 

May the President’s efforts at interna- 
tional friendship not be impeded further 
by those well-intentioned critics who are 
doing the country a grave disservice!

Brunswick Toll Road 
Deserves Careful Study 


The legislative proposal which would 
clear the way for construction of a toll 
road from south of Brunswick to the Flor- 
ida line is worth serious consideration.

With that atti- 
tude, there never will be enough quali- 
fied teachers to give high school students 
a basic background in these subjects—the 
lack of which has brought down consid- 
erable deserved criticism of the state’s 
high school curriculum.

dents,

Under the law each motor ve- 
hicle owner is required to have

volved in a crash does not possess 
the required liability insurance and 
cannot post a cash bond of cor- 
responens amount.

Swift Senate Action 


WASHINGTON—In appraising the prospects of 
congressional approval of President Eisenhower's 
Mideast plan—economic aid and military defense 
for nations wishing it—two conflicting facts are now visible: 


From the mood of the Senate 
hearings and from the timetable 
of coming floor debate, the attitude 
of a number of senators seems 
plainly captious and Senate. action 
shows every sign of being dilatory. 

The overwhelming 355 to 61 en- 
dorsement of the Middle East reso- 
lution by a_ bipartisan-minded 
House.of Representatives undoubt- 
ediy reflects the public support 
which ‘the President’s proposal is 
getting. 

Some politicians seem to feel 
public support for the economic 
aid program has fallen seriously 
away. While they are disposed to 
go along with the warning to Mos- 
cow that overt Communist aggres- 
sion would mean war with the 
United States, they want to cut off 
—or cut down drastically—the eco- 
nomic assistance which is the best 
guaranty against Communist sub- 
version, 

This view is not borne out by 
most indices of public opinion. The 
country today, as evidenced by the 
latest Gallup Poll, favors contin- 
uing economic aid more strongly 
than a year ago. 

But this level of public support 
and the responsiveness of the 
House apparently is not affecting 
the slow-<down tactics of the Sen- 
ate. Ultimate Senate approval is 
not doubted but long delay is harm- 
ful and could be dangerous.

There is a standard by which 
excessive Senate delay can be 
measured. The *‘Truman Doctrine’”’ 
of 1947 and the Greek-Turkish aid 
program comprise nearly an exact 
parallel to the “Eisenhower Doc- 
trine’’ of 1957 and the proposed 
economic aid to the Middle East. 

Truman put his appeal personal- 
ly in a special message to the 80th 
Congress. He spoke on March 12 
and the Senate acted within six 
weeks—on April 22—appropriating 
400 million dollars as part of the 
program.

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Discourtesy to Saud 
Is Most Deplorable 


Discussing at his press conference yes- 
terday the discourtesies shown by New 
York City’s government and protests from 
other sources on the visit of King Ibn 
Saud to this country, President Eisen- 
hower said he deplores any discourtesy 
shown to foreign dignitaries. 

The President is quite right. There is 
no room in our international dealings— 
especially with those for whom we profess 
friendship—for such pettiness. Tolerance 
of other people’s customs and beliefs is 
a necessary part of our relations with 
foreign countries and is one field in which 
we have been remiss. We cannot make 
all people over in our own image. 

King Saud is an absolute monarch and 
speaks for his nation. It so happens that 
his friendship is vital to the interests of 
the United States. He offers the only hope 
of countering the growing influence of 
President Nasser of Egypt and of checking 
Communist inroads into the region. 

Saudi Arabia’s principal source of 
revenue is oil—oil vital to the West. It 
has been developed largely by American 
capital and American technicians. It 
would appear to be in the king’s interests 
to maintain his friendship with this coun- 
try since communism would mean his 
down fall. 

King Saud has been greeted with what 
some sources regard as far too much 
pomp and ceremony. On the other hand, 
the stakes are so great and his friendship 
so important that those who criticize are 
guilty of gross shortsightedness. 

While the extravagant hospitality may 
seem overdone, it is in keeping with 
Oriental customs. And the king’s visit 
must be considered strictly as business— 
vital business to his country and ours. 

There are indications that Marshal 
Tito of Yugoslavia—whose friendship is 
also vital in our international affairs— 
may cancel his scheduled trip to Wash- 
ington because of mounting criticism. 
This, too, is deplorable. 

May the President’s efforts at interna- 
tional friendship not be impeded further 
by those well-intentioned critics who are 
doing the country a grave disservice!

Secretary of Defense Charles Wilson 
is up to his old tricks—loose talk. This 
time he will be most fortunate if he 
weathers the storm. Even the President 
has joined in censuring his unwise 
remarks.

Brunswick Toll Road 
Deserves Careful Study 


The legislative proposal which would 
clear the way for construction of a toll 
road from south of Brunswick to the Flor- 
ida line is worth serious consideration. 
To be offered by Sen. James Gould, of 
Brunswick, it would extend the Flor- 
ida coastal turnpike northward to the 
Georgia city. 

The proposed highway, which has been 
sought since 1951, would add consider- 
ably to Georgia's attractiveness to tour- 
ists.

With that atti- 
tude, there never will be enough quali- 
fied teachers to give high school students 
a basic background in these subjects—the 
lack of which has brought down consid- 
erable deserved criticism of the state’s 
high school curriculum. 

While it should not be necessary to cut 
out all courses in the social sciences such 
as “family life,” it is quite apparent to 
many educators that far too much atten- 
tion is being paid to such courses while 
basic education is neglected. 

If Georgia is to meet the demands of 
business and. industry in the devolping 
age of technology, more attention must 
be given to math and sciences in high 
school. If enough qualified teachers are 
not available, a concentrated effort should 
be made to find out why and to do some- 
thing about it.

Auto Liability Insurance Bill 
Could Cut Highway Slaughter 


A bill which would double automobile liability insurance require- 
ments is before the Georgia Legislature. It is one of a series of pro- 
posals aimed at reducing accidents and making drivers more respon- 
sible for their actions. Because of the number of motor vehicle acci- 


dents, 
be considered cheap. 

Yet the gravest danger in driving 
today is not from the amount of 
financial responsibility involved 
but from the fact that so many 
car owners still do not possess lia- 
bility insurance. 

Under the law each motor ve- 
hicle owner is required to have 
$5,000 and $10,000 liability coverage. 
The bill before the Legislature 
proposes to double the figures in 
financial responsibility. Unfortu- 
nately, the greatest difficulties in 
most accidents arise from the fact 
that one party or the other in- 
volved in a crash does not possess 
the required liability insurance and 
cannot post a cash bond of cor- 
responding amount. 

The seriousness of the accident 
rate is such that positive action is 
necessary. The day has passed 
when persons who ape not finan- 
cially responsible can be treated 
as ‘“‘community charges” and al- 
lowed to drive as they 


who must use their vehicles in 
making their livelihood: The ma- 
jority of them comply with the law 
and scrape up enough funds to 
meet the liability requirements.

WASHINGTON—In appraising the prospects of 
congressional approval of President Eisenhower's 
Mideast plan—economic aid and military defense 


for nations wishing it—two conflicting facts are now visible: By every 
test of public opinion the American people are strongly for it. 


From the mood of the Senate 
hearings and from the timetable 
of coming floor debate, the attitude 
of a number of senators seems 
plainly captious and Senate. action 
shows every sign of being dilatory. 

The overwhelming 355 to 61 en- 
dorsement of the Middle East reso- 
lution by a_ bipartisan-minded 
House.of Representatives undoubt- 
ediy reflects the public support 
which the President’s proposal is 
getting. 

Some politicians seem to feel 
public support for the economic 
aid program has fallen seriously 
away. While they are disposed to 
go along with the warning to Mos- 
cow that overt Communist aggres- 
sion would mean war with the 
United States, they want to cut off 
—or cut down drastically—the eco- 
nomic assistance which is the best 
guaranty against Communist sub- 
version. 

This view is not borne out by 
most indices of public opinion. The 
country today, as evidenced by the 
latest Gallup Poll, favors contin- 
uing economic aid more strongly 
than a year ago. 

But this level of public support 
and the responsiveness of the 
House apparently is not affecting 
the slow-down tactics of the Sen- 
ate. Ultimate Senate approval -is 
not doubted but long delay is harm- 
ful and could be dangerous.

It was a rainy day, and no one knows more rainy 
day stories than Luke Appling. In 20 seasons as a major 
league player and five more as a minor league manager, 
Appling has accumulated a vast volume of baseball 
yarns. So you venture into his appliance store in Sandy 
Springs. 

You find Appling tinkering with a washing machine. And you 
say to yourself that there is nothing wrong with washing machines 
and appliance stores, but Luke doesn’t belong there. He belongs 
in the third base coaching box as a 
manager, and in the Hall of Fame as a 
major league shortstop. 

Outside of Chicago, where the Chi- 
sox faithful still cherish him as their 
all-time favorite, Appling is the most 
unappreciated player of his era.

For one, it’s just calling a 
game in which ‘‘the teams want 
to play ball.’’ The man with that 
answer was H. R. (Roomie) Wil- 
son, a 28-year officiating veteran 
and president of the Southeast- 
ern Conference Officials Assn. 


**Yes, calling a game in which 
you have two teams that are 
sharp, that act like they want to 
play ... and do,” related Wilson. 

“The players at times tend to 
drag,’’ he continued. ‘Your offi- | 
ciating will follow that pattern 
too. You get two teams that are 
sloppy and don’t want to play, 
and the officials look the same. 


“Give me those quick teams, 
the ones that are snappy. To me, 
it’s as good as a hole-in-one is to 
a golfer.’’ 


Wilson, a roly-poly fellow who's 
a full-time biology teacher at 
Southeastern Louisiana College 
in Hammond, La., again spoke: 

“Officiating has made some 
steps forward, just like the 
game. It wasn’t too many years 
ago that an official never knew 
what kind of reception he would 
get at a game, The facilities— 
if there were any—were bad. 
And sometimes you never knew 
if you would get out of th> place 
in one piece. 

“Now it’s different. The SEC 
has an officials’ association that 
has done a lot to help things. 
Salaries are considerably better

_ Protesting that to make state patrol cars less con- 
spicuous “‘smacks of secret police,” the House Wednesday 
dealt a death blow for the first time this session to a pet

House bill 132, the governor’s 
measure which would reduce iden- 
tifying lettering from six inches 
to two on patrol cars and con- 
fine it to the sides of the car, 
was indefiniteiy postponed.

of the session came on the heels 
of the introduction of an appropri- 
ations act to add some $19 mil- 
lion for state services if and when 
the money is available. 


The bill would increase state 


spending in six areas: $400,000 for 
hospitalization of the indigent; 
$1,500,000 for the construction of 
Hill-Barton hospitals; ,$500,000 for 
the Department of Public Safety; 
$500,000 for the construction of a 
home fer mentally defective Ne- 
gro children; $16,000,000 for the 
highway department and about 
$971,094 for capitol building im- 
provements and renovation of the 
dome. 

Defeat of the patrol car mark- 
ing bill came unexpectedly after 
heated attacks on it by Reps.

CD Leader Says U.S. Housewives 
Can Protect Against Atom Fear 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 


“Housewives and homemak- 
ers of the land” can stabilize 
their homes, and hence, the 
nation, against @xcessive fear 
of atom bombs, says Mrs. 
Katherine G. Howard. 

And she should know, for the 
tall, slender former Georgian 
is special advisor to the federal 
civil defense administrator. She 
also is permanent alternate 
U.S. delegate to the NATO 
Civil Defense Planning Com- 
mittee in Paris. She is the only 
woman delegate to a NATO 
committee from any nation. 

Mrs. Howard spoke to the 
second annual ‘Operation 
Women,’’ a demonstration of 
preparedness put on Wednesday 
by the Women’s Volunteer Corps 
of civil defense. More than 300 
representatives from various 
women’s organizations in the 
four-county area surrounding 
Atlanta, a smattering of men in 
the community, and one 2-year- 
old boy gathered to hear the 
talk. 


“REAL SEOCRET’’ 

Mrs. Howard maintains that 
*‘the real secret of the A-bomb 
is fear.’’ She feels that mothers, 
especially, in case of imminent 
war, have the role of keeping 
their families cool, calm, and 
instructed. She explained in her 
after-luncheon address that 
women exert the main influ- 
ence over their children and 
therefore are charged with 
spreading the word about pre- 
paredness for.an enemy attack. 

Keeping an optimistic tone to 
her discussion, the attractive 
woman with eyes that matched 
her blue CD suit made this 
statement: 

‘*The thinking of military men 
and scientists seems to come 
only in two hues these days— 
dark and darker. It takes a 
woman to know that there are 
also a great many shades of 
gray in any spectrum.’’ 

In a Bostonian voice with a 
trace of Southern accent, she 
asserted that, despite the fact 
that homes in America can be 
attacked, Americans can and do 
live with dangers. She men- 
tioned such perils as diseases 
and automobile accidents and 
showed that women have 
learned to ‘‘mitigate their ef- 
fects.”’ 

ADDED TO LIST 

And she added atomic attack 
to the list of difficulties that 
women’ may have to learn to 
live with. She firmly believes 
that Americans @s a _ group 
*‘would not be destroyed,” al- 
though, of course, many indi- 
viduals would be killed. 

Mrs. Howard herself, the 
mother of two young adults, 
titled her speech ‘‘So We Built 
the Wall.’’ She compared mod- 
ern civil defense efforts in the 
United States to the biblical 
tale of Nehemiah who directed 
the rebuilding of Jerusalem’s 
walls. He assigned each family 
in the town a portion of the 
task, and the wall was complet- 
ed before the enemy attacked. 

And Mrs. Howard is confi- 
dent that Americans “‘have a 
mind to work”’ to build the wall 
of civil defense.

Mrs. Howard’s family is from 
Savannah. She said her family 
stayed too long in Guyton on a

Seated at his desk at Jean 
Patou’s, Raymond Barbas, 
president of the Fashion Syndi- 
cate and director of Patou, took 
his responsibility with a grin. 

‘The Paris fashion industry 
is full of life,”” he told an inter- 
viewer, “Interest in fashion is 
increasing, and the proof is in 
the pages of daily newspapers 
throughout the world.’’ 


FORBIDS HINTS 


As president of the syndicate, 
Barbas is responsible for direc- 
tives forbidding designers to 
drop hints of new styles pre- 
maturely and preventing news- 
papers from publishing pictures 
or sketches before official re- 
lease dates. 

When fashion spies are 
caught inky-fingered, his syndi- 
cate files court action for the 
offended designer. 

Barbas is equally responsible 
for the prestige and reputation 
of Paris fashion and he balances 
the conflicting interests as neat- 
ly aS a juggler. Nobody is 
friendlier to the press or more 
accessible for interviews or in- 
formation. 


JEAN PATOU’S THE NAME 


The 57-year-old  Paris-born 
Barbas has the engaging grin 
and firm handclasp of a Mau- 
rice Chevalier and the trim fig- 
ure and tanned face of the keen 
golfer that he is.

Immunization Shots 


Are Still Necessary 


Your baby is somewhere between three and nine 


months old. 


He, as all babies, where modern medicine 


s ad- 


vanced, is inoculated against smallpox, diphtheria, 


whoopin 
tion against polio. 

Smallpox, diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough and tetanus once 
were known as the four spec- 
tred horsemen of childhood. In 
this century polio has sneaked 
in as the fifth. 

Many mothers who today ea- 
gerly seek polio vaccine for 
their children question the nec- 
essity of the other four. Are 
they still necessary? They also 
shudder at having to submit 
their babies to the ‘‘terror’’ of 
the needle. 

NONE IS EXTINOT 

The necessity of immuniza- 
tion can be stated simply: None 
of the diseases is extinct. All 
are held in leash through con- 
stant vigilance. That vigilance 
is immunization. 

Sometimes parénts or authori- 
ties grow lax; then an outbreak 
occurs. (Of the four, tetanus 
alone is not transmitted from 
one human to another.) Just 
last fall an outbreak of diphthe- 
ria was reported in Michigan. 
Something like 200 cases oc- 
curred. Somewhere, somehow, 
someone forgot. 

As for the baby versus the 
needle, whether he will remem- 
ber his first shot and hate his 
doctor thereafter, the New York 
City Department of Health re- 
cently reported an interesting 
study of the attitude of babies to- 
ward their doctors. 

Pediatricians, the study ob- 
served, are as human as you or 
I or the baby, and when babies 
howl and shriek at the very 
sight of them, many a pedia- 
trician feels hurt. In the words 
of the study, he feels ‘‘inade- 
quate.”’ 

Even doctors want to be 
liked. They do all they can to 
bribe the very young. 

They pop suckers into their 
mouths, discard white coats 
for gray or blue; cluck, coo, 
and babble; provide toys and 
books, and sometimes even 
send the mothers out of the 
examining room, hoping the

baby then will reform, or, this 
failing, that matters can be 
dispatched faster without Mum- 
my's tears. 

Since 1948 New York health 
department doctors have re- 
corded what babies did. when 
examined or treated by them. 
They have found that: 

1. Few babies under 9 months 
give any evidence of remem- 
bering previous injections. 
Neither needle nor doctor up- 
sets them. 

2. Babies 9 months. and older 
apparently do remember. 

3. Babies 12 to 36 months fight 
the whole matter, doctor and 
all, with resistance at a peak 
at 18 months. 

GET ‘WORN OUT’ 

Many doctors, the study 
found, get worn out in the 
struggle. Some feel rejected be- 
cause the babies don't like 
them. 

Some blame themselves and 
feel they should be more skil- 
ful. Some get angry at moth- 
ers, believing maternal fears 
arouse infant fears. 

Most babies 18 to 24 months 
show four plus (the highest pos- 
sible) resistance to anything 
that is done to them, “‘no mat- 
ter how fine the doctor or how 
helpful the mother,’’ the study 
concludes. 

Yet four plus resistance in a 
20-month-old child is nothing 
but a maturational (develop- 
mental) phenomenon, unrelated 
to the baby (neither suckers, 
smiles, nor toys help), the doc- 
tor, or the mother.
